My 
Sonne feare thou the Lord,aud the King , and meddle not with 
thofe that are given to change, exc. wherein hee laid open 
the Innovations in do&rine , worfhip and ceremonies, 
which had lately creptinto our Church, and wifhed the 
people to beware of them, The Archbifhop hearing of it, 
caufeth Articles to bedrawneup againft him in the High 
Commiffion;and fomimoned him to anfwer them,out of 
tearme,before Do&or Ducke , at (he/wick; where he ap- 

. pearing, inftead of anfwering,appealed to the King „which 
appeale was formally entred by the Regifter ; yet not- 
withftanding within 15.dayes after, they fummoned hig 
to appéare beforea private Commiflion at Doors Com- 
mons by direktion from the Archb-J;/op,and there fufpene 
ded him y both from his office and la granted out 
attachments to apprehend him: he ereupon keepes his 
houfe, prints his Sermons, with an Apologie, to jultifie 
his appeale ; which hee dedicated to the King, with 
Epitiles to the Lords’ of the Counfell, to whom his wife 
prefenting fome of thofe printed Sermons, .by his di- 
rection, was committed by the- Lords for her paines. 
The High Commiffion'purfevants not daring to breake

Prynse, they at laft refolved to exhibite an information

bookes, Do&or Baftwicks eApology and Letazy, and 
Matter Burtons eApology of his appeale, and two Sermons, 
theretoannexed , which was done according!y. This in- 


formation was exhibited into that Court the eleventh day 


of March 12. Caroli, in the Vacation time, againft theíe 
three Gentlemen, and others, who were ordered to ap- 
peare and put in their anfwe:s to it immediately. They, 
fecved with Sub-penas returnable immediate, contrary 


to the ufuall proceedings of the Court , refufed to ap- 
peare ( being all three prifoners, and two ofthem clofe. 


prifoners, before,) unleffe they might have liberty of 
acceffe to cousfell, to advife and affift them in their an- 
fwers, it being the Prelates ayme to deprive them of this 
liberty ; Of which the Lords being informed , made 
this en(üing order ; wherein , though they granted them 
accefleto Councell, yet they denyed chem the liberty 
of conferring together at Counfell , though joynt de- 
fendants ( who might have joyntly anfwered ) con- 
trary to the rules of Law , and all former prefidents.

Orders and Records of the Star-Chamber, the legality 
whereof you fhall finde difcuffed in the clofe of this 
Treatife ; Now before I come to the day of hearing, give 
me leave to acquaint you onely with one particular touch- 
ing Mafter Ho/r, hee being fharply checked and terrified 
for drawing and figning Mafter Burtons anfwer , and 
charged not to figne Matter Prizsesarfwer when hee had 
drawne it, as you have heard before, was much troubled 
atit; and being in Courtat the hearing the next day, he 
offered two or three times to fpeake fomething in defence 
of Mafter Bartons caufe;which the then Lord Keeper per- 


‘eciving , beckoned and held up bis finger to him to hold — 


his peace, whereupon hee kept filence. And comming 
home to his houfe, as foone as the fentence was pafed, 
his wife inquiring of him how the caufe went; he broke 
out into thefe fpeeches.

Mr. Pryane haking the Dr. by the hand; de- 
fired him that he might fpeakea wordor 
two.

Who itis (faid Mr. Prjzze) that hath been the 
caufe of bringing us all co this Execution, Ineed 
not nominate, it being fo well'known to moft 
here prefent. 

The only caufe of my ftanding here, is for not 
puttingin my Anfwer under Counfels hand, for 
which the Information was taken pro confelfo- - 
againft me. What endeavours I ufed for the 
bringing in thereof, God, my owne Confcience,, 
yea and my Counfell know, whofe cowardife 
ftands upon Record to all ages. For my own part 
rather dut I will have my cafe a leading cafe, to 
deprive the Subje&s of their Liberty which I 
feek to maintaine, I will joyfully expofe my per- 
fon to bé aleading example, to beare this punith- 
ment. Ibefeeeh you alito take notice of their 
proceeding againft me in this canfe. When I was 
ferved with a Subpzna into the Court, I was . 
thortly after my appearance fhut up clofe prifo- 
ner, that I could have no accefle to Counfell, nor 
admitted pen, inke, or paper to draw upmy An-

Petitions was fent tothe Tower, I feed him to 
drawup my Anfwer, which he did after his own 
minde, not my Inftru&ions, promifed to figne it, 
gave order to his Clerks to ingroffe it, which they 
did, for which I payd them ; and when this was 
drawn, he refufed utterly to figne it having re- 


. ceived an exprefle command from fome great 
ones (as he told both me and my Keeper) not to.

if hedidit. Afterthis,I got Mr. Tomlins another 


of my Counfell to- figne it, and then tendred it 
with another Anfwer figned with my own hand,

Maries bloody dayes, a malitious and feditious 
reporter of falfe News and Libeller againft the 
King and Queen themfelves was only to be fet on 
the Pillory; imprifoned bnt for 4 moneths, and 
that at large in ordinaty Prifons, and had power 
to redeem the loffe of both his Eares by paying 
but an hundred pound to the Queens ufe within 
one moneth next after the Judgement given? In 
Queen Elizabeths reigne, fuch a Delinquent was 
to {utter but 6 moneths Imprifonment, andhad 
power athis £teeele&ion to redeem tlie loffe of 
his Eares by paying two hundred pound to the 
Queensufe, within two moneths next after the 
judgement; And this only ia the cafe of the King 
and Queen. Bucnow the world is ftrangely alte- 
ied. Formerly there was no fuch Fine for fach 
Libellous Newsand Speeches againft the King’ 
andQueen: Now we are Fined no leffethen five 
thoufand pound a piece, for a meere füppofed 
Libell againfta Prelate or two : Formerly,chere 
wasonly 3oró moneths Imprifonment, yet the 
moft preícribed , and that at large in ordinary 
Prifons belonging to the Kings Courts. Now we 
are to undergoc perpecuall clofe Imptifonment, 
andthatin the remoteft Caftles farre diftant from 
allourFriends , whither none were ever fent by 
this Court before : and none of our Friends muft 
be permitted to fce us.

with hishorfe Troope:the croud of people wasto 
great that they were neare three houres in paffing 
from Charing Croffe to their ledgings in the Citic, 
having Torches.caryed to light them, whenit 
grew darke. The people were fo extraordinarily 
joyfulloftheir returne, that they rang the Bells 
inmoft places they paffed, for joy ; ran to falute ` 
and fhakethem by the hands,crying out with one 
"Vnanimons fhout, Welcome home, welcome home, 
God bleffe you, God bleffe you 5 God bee thanked for 
‘your returne, and thelike; yea,they ftrewed the 
wayes where they rode with hearbs and flowers 
Sad punning to their Gardens, brought JAM 
" 4» Ic an 
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and Bayesthence, "which they gave to them and 
thecompany thatrode with them into London s 
who were eftimatedto be ábouta 06, Coaches 
(many of them having fix-horfes a peece, ) and. at 
leaft200o.Horfe;thofeonfootebeine innumera- 
ble. Theday they came from Egzam into Low. 
dow, the funnearofe moft glorioufly upon them 
foone after they came out of their Inne, without 
any cloud, (which they both obferved) and fo 
continued fhining all the day, withoat interpo: 
fition of any obftacle to ecclipfe its-Rayes; fo-ag 
Heaven and Earth confpired together to fimile up. 
onthem, and to congratulatetheir fafe returnes 
from their Bonds and Exiles, On-Munday mors 
ning following, ( being the 30. of November )

Lively-hood;) bis [aid Bookes ordered to be barat ; That he 
foould pay cofts of (wit, and be imprifoned till he fbould make 
4 Recantation 5 the which heavy cenfüre was onely for 
the faid Booke, wherein your Petitioner. maintained the: 
prerogative ofa King againft the Papacy; _Whereasone 
Thomas Chowney of Safex lately wrote a Booke in maine 
tenance ofthe Papall Religion, and in defence of the 
Church of Rome, and averresit tobe'a true Church, the 
which Booke is dedicated to the Ar chbifkop of Canter 
bury, and wasand is patronized and defended by the faid 
Archbifoop, andthe faid Chowney never troubled forit. 
At which cenfüre declared as aforefaid; all the Brhhops

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and he, and other the fatd Bifhops there, defamed thc 
holy Scriptures, & abufed reverend Mafter Calvin, ln rc- 
gard whereof, and for the vindicating of your Petitie- 
ners innocency in the matters for which hee was moft 
unjuftly cenfüred;as aforefaid, your Petitioner, publifhed 
in Print, another Booke in Latine, intituled, Apologeticus 
ad Prefules Anglicanos, exprefling the truth of the pro- 
ceedings and fpeeches at his faid cenfare. For which laft 
mentioned Booke, and his Booke called the Letany (not 
then in Print) an information was exhibited againtt him 
and others in the Starre-chamber, to which your Petitio- 
ners anfwer being drawneand engroffed, was onely fus- 
fcribed by himfelfe, becaufe he could get no. counfell to 
fet their hands to it; your Petitioner tendred the faid 
anfwer firk at the Star-chamber Office, and after in open 
Court at the Star-chamber Bar, but it would notbe accep- 
ted for want of Counfellors bands to it, contrary to for- 
mer Prefidents.

could be found in the temple of the Lord, and in the Kings 
Palace, and fent it unto Azahel King of Syria, and he de- 
parted from Jerufalem, Mark how this mof hóly King 
exercifed his power, not only in taking away the tempo- 
ralities of the Pries, but alfo. chofe things which were 


. confecrate in the Temple of the Lord, to procure unto the 


Commonwealth, the benefit of peace. 

Item, in the 4. book, and 18. chapter of the Kings, it is 
written, how that the holy King Ezechias took all the 
treaíure that was found in the houfe of the Lord,and in the 
Kings treafury, and brake down the Pillars of the Temple 
ofthe Lord, and all the plates of gold which he himfelf 
had fattned thereupon, and gave them unto the King of 
the Affyrians; yet was he not rebuked of the Lord there- 
fere, as he was for hisother fins, as it appeareth in the 24, 
book of Kings 18.chapter. Forfomuch then as in time 
of neceflity, all things ought co be in common unto Chri- 
Aians,it followeth, that the (ecular Lords in cafe of necef- 
fity; and in many other common cafes, may lawfully take 
away the moveable good: from the Glergy, when they do 
offend, 

Item, it is alfo read in the ra. of St. Matthew, that the 
Difciples of Jefus, to flak their hunger, upon the Sabbath 
day pulled the ears of corn, and did eat them, and the Pha- 
rifees rebuked them therefore; unto whom Chrift anfwer- 
ed, Have ye not read what David did when be was bungry, and 
thofe that were with him: bow be entred inte the beufe of the 
Lord, and did eat the [hew bread, which it was not lawful! for bim, 
neither for them that were with bim to eat, but only for the Priefts? 
This ftory is written in the firk Book ofthe Kings, and 
21.chapters And the commandement in the 15. chapter

rae Item, Titus and Vefpafian fecular Princes, had power 
Titus andVefpa given them of God, twenty four years after the Lords af- 
fians cenfion, to take away the Temporalities from the Prieks 
which had offended againft the Lords holy one; and there- 
by alfo bereft them of their lives : and it (eemech unto 
many, they did and might worthily do the fame accotding 
to Gods good will and pleafure. Then forfomuch as our 
Priefts in thefedaies may tranfgreffe and offend es much, 
and rather more againft the Lords anointed, it followeth, 
that by the pleafure of God, the fecular Lords may like- 
wife puni(h them for their offence, 
Our Saviour being King of kings, and high Bithop, 
The ae of with his Difciples, did give tribute unto Cefar, as it ap — 
Chrifi paying of peareth ùn the 17. chapt. of St. Atatthews GofpcT,and 
tribute. commanded the Scribes and Pharifees to give the likeun- 
to Gefar, St. Matthew 22, Whereby he gave example unto 
all Priefls that would come after him to render tribute 
unto their Kings: whereupon bleffed St. Ambrofe in his 
4. book upon thefe words in thes. of St. Luke, (Casto | 
your nets ) writeth thus : There is another kind of fifhing — 
among the Apoftles, after which manner the Lord com- 
manded Peter only to filh, faying, Caf out thy hook,and 
that fifh which cometh fet op, take him. And chen unto 
the purpote he faith; It is truly a great and fpiritual do- 
cument, whereby all Chriftian men are taught, that they 
ought to befubje& unto the higher powers, and that no — 
man ought to think that the Laws of a King here on earth © 
aretoke broken.

And whereas it may be obje&t:d as touching the defire 
of other mens goods; St. Augu/tine anfwercth, That by 
that Evidence the feven Nations, which did abufe the Land 
of Promife, and were driven out from thence by the power 
of God, may objet the fame unto the people of God, 
which inhabit thefame, And the Jews themfelves, from 
whom, according unto the Word of the Lord, the King- 
dom is taken away and given unto a people, which fhall 
do the works of righteoufneffe, may obje& che fame unto 
the Church of Chrift, astouching the defire of other niens 
goods ; but St. Avguftines anfwer is thus; 

We, faith he, do not defire another mans goods; for- 
fomuch as they are ours by the commandement of him,

Clergy having offended, their temporal goods are made 


_ the goods of others, for the profit of the Church. To 


this purpofe alfo, according to St. Auguftine, ferveth the 
14. queftion 4. Unto a mif-believer it 1s not a half-peuny 
matter, but unto the faithfull is a whole world of riches: 
{hall we not then convince all fuch to poffeffe another 
mans goods, whichíéemed to have gathered great riches 
together, and know not how to ufethem 5 for that truly 
is not anothers, which is poffeffed by right: and that is 
lawfully poffeffed, which is juftly poffeffed ; and thar is

Quicunque, it is written, fure divino omnia funt jufto- 
cuntur. rym, The words of St. Avguftine-in that place, adVin- 
centium, bethele ; Whofoever, faith he, upon tbe occafion of 
this Law or Ordinance of the Em»-ror, doth moleft or perfecute 
you, not for [ove of any charitable correction, but only for hatred 
and malice to do you difpleafure, I bold not with bim in fo doing. 
And althongh there is nothing here in this earth, that 
any man may poffeffe afluredly, but either he mufthold 
‘at by Gods law, by which cunga juftorum effe dicuntur 5 
that is, all things be faid co pertain to the poffeffion of 
the juft: or elfe by mans law, which ftandeth inthe Kings 
power to fet and to ordain, &c.

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"to be interceffor for the fins of the people, if the Prieft 
which ought to intreat for the fame, have committed | 
greater offences) and under your dominions the. Prieft do - 
live wickedly and unchaftly; therefore that the offence * 
of a few might not turn to the deftru&ion of many, we 
ought earneftiy to (eek thc punifhment of the fame. “And! 
it followeth if we do command any perfon, we do fend 
him forth, vith the confent of your authority, who to- 
gether with other Priefts, fhall diligently ‘feek out, and . 
according unto Gods word corre& and amend the fame. 
Neither are thefe things to be diffembled, the which we 
have fpoken of, for he that may corre& any thing, and | 
doth negle& the fame,without all doubt he maketh him- 
felf partaker of the fin or offence. 
Therefore forefee unto your own foul, provide for 
your nephews, and for fuch as you do defire to reign after . 
you, provide for your country, and with diligence pro- 
vide for the corre&ion and punifhment of that fin, before 
our Creator do ftretch out his hand to ftrike. 
And in his next Chapter he writeth unto che French 
* King: Whatloever you do underftand to, pertain either 
unto the honour and glory of our God, to the reverence 
of the Church, or to the honour of the Priefts, that do 
| you diligently caufe to be decreed, and in all points to be 
2 Gregory obferved. Wherefore once again we do move you, that 
tbe FrenchKing yon command a Synod to be congregate, and as we wrote 
lately unto you, to cau(e all the carnal vices, which raign 
amongft your Priefts, and all che wickedneffe and Simony- 
of your Bifhops( which is moft hard to be condemned and 
reproved) utterly to be banifhed out of your Kingdom; 
and that you will aot fuffer them to poffeffe any more 
fubftanceunder your dominion, thea Gods commande- 
ment doth allow. 
Behold how carefully bleffed Gregory doth exhort the 
Queen and the King to punifh the vices of the Clergy; 
HOP left through their negligence they fhould be partakers of 
a. the fame; and how they ought to corre& their Subjects. 
Foras it is convenient to be circumfpe& aud pd 
again 
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againft the outward enemies; even fo likewife ought they 
to be againft the inward enemies of thefoul, And like 
as in juft war againft the outward enemies it is lawfullto 
take away their goods, folong as they continue in their 
malice 5 fo alfo is it lawfull to rake away the goods of che 
Clergy, being the inward enemy. The confequence is 
proved thus; for fo much as the domeftical enemies are 
moft hurtfull. x 

Item, it is thus argued; if God be, the temporal Lords 
may meritorioufly and lawfully take away the cemporal 
goods from the Clergy, if they do offend. For this point 


let us fuppofe that we {peak of power, asthe true authen- 


tike Scripture doth fpeak, Mat 3. 9. God às able even of thefe 
Stones to vaife up Children unto Abrakam. 

Whereupon itis thus argued ; for if God be, he is om~ 
nipotent, aad if he fo be, he may give like power untothe 
fecular Lords. And fo confequently they may meritori- 
oufly and lawfully ufe the fame power. But left chat any 
man may obje&t, that a proof made by a ftrange thing is 
not fufficient ; it is therefore declared how that the tem- 
poral Lords have power to take away their almes beftow- 
ed upon the.Church, the Church abufing the fame, as it 
fhall be proved hereafter. And firft thus ; It is lawfill 
for Kings, in cafes limited by the Law, to take away the 
movables from the Clergy when they do offend : it is thus 
proved; For the temporal Lords are moft bound unto 
the works of greateft mercy moft eafie for them : but in 
cale poffible, it fhould be greater almes, and eafier tem- 
poral dominion, to take away their almes from fuch as 


build therewithall unto eternal damnation, through the. 


abufe thereof, than to give the faid almes for any bodily 
relief, Ergo, theaffumptionis true. 
Whereupon firft this fentence of the Law of Chrift in 
the fecond Epiftle to the Theffalonians the third Chapter is 
noted, whereas the Apoftle writeth thus; When we were 


_ amongst you, we declared this unto you, that be that would not 


work fhould not eat. Wherefore thelaw of nature doth li- 
ceníe all fuch as have the governance of Kingdoms, to 
C correct 
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the chief caufe of the deftru&ion of their Kingdoms; : 
whether thetemporal Lords, or any other, had endowed 
the Church with chofe cemporalitiesor not. Ie is lawfull 
torthem in fome cafe to takeaway the temporalities, as 
it were by way of Phyfick to withftand fin, notwithftand- 
ing any excommunication,or other Ecclefiaftical cenfuress 
forfomuch as they are not endowed, but only with * cons | 
dition thereunto annexed. 
Hereby ic appearech, that the condition annexed to the 
endowing, ot enriching of any Church; is, that God 
fhould be fonored; the which condition if it once fail, 
th: contrary taking places the title of che gift is loft, and 
confequently che Lord which gave the almes ought to core 
re& the offence. Excommunication ought not to let the 
fulfilling of juftice. Secondly, according to the Canon 
Law,16 queftion 7. this fentence is noted, where it isthus 
fpoken, as touching the Children, Nephews, and the moft — 
honeft of the kindred of him which bath builded or en- 
dowed the Church : ‘That it is lawfull fer them to be thus cir- 
cun [petty that if they perceive the Pries do defraud any part of 
that which is bestowed, they fbould ei ther gently admonifb or warn 
bim, or elfe complain of bim to the Bifbop, that be may be corredi- 
ed. But if the Bifbep bim[elf attempt to do the like, let them 
complain of bim to his Metrepolitane : and if the Metropolitane do 
tbe like, let them not defer tbe time to report it in the ears of the 
King. For fo faith the Canon, Let them not defer to report it 
in the ears of the Kings: To what end | pray you, but that 
he fhould do corre&ion : neither is it to be doubted, but — 
that corre&ion doth more appertain unto the King in this — 
oint for their goods, whereof heis chief Lord, by a fub- 
jira&tion proportional, according to the fault or offence. ` 
Item, is thus proved; It is Tawfull for the fecular Lords — 
by their power to do correction upon the Clergy by fome 


power: Ergo, by like redfon it is lawfull for them by their 


power to do fuch correStion, by ail kind of fearfull dire A

pline pertaining unto their fecular power. For fo much 
then as the taking of their temporalities isa kind of fear- 
fall difcipline pertaining unto the fecular power; it fol- 
loweth, that itis lawfull for them thereby to do fuch cor» 
re&ion, ` And confequently it followeth that the truth is 
thus to beproved. The confequence is evident; and the 
antecedent is proved by Ifidore 23. queft. 5. Principes, where 
it is chus written 5 There fbould be no fecular powers within the 
Church, but only for this purpofe, that whatfoever thing the Priefts 
or Minifters cannot bring to paffe by preachings or teachings, the 
fecular powers may command the fame by the terrour and fear of 
difcipline. For oftentimes the heavenly Kingdom is profited and 
bolden by the earthly Kingdom : tbat they which are in the Church; 
and do any thing contrary unto faith and difcipline, by the rigour of 
the Princes may be troden down, and that the power of the rulers 
may lay that difcipline upon the necks of the prond and ftif-necked, 
which the utility and profit of the Church cannot exercije or ne. 

Item, all things that by power ought to work or bring 18, 
to any perfe& end by the rea(onable meafuring of the mean 
thereto, may lawfully ufeby power the fübftra&ion or ta- 
king away ofthe exceffe, and the addition of the want of 
the means, according as fhall be convenient or meet for 
the meafüre- to bemade. For fo much then as the fecular 
Lords ought by their power to provide for the neceffary 
fuftentation of the Chriftian Clergy, by the reafonable 
meafuring of their tcmporalities, which they are bound 
to beftow upon the Chriftian Clergy, it followeth that 
they may lawfully by their power ufe the taking away or 
putting unto of thofe temporaljties according as (hall be 

convenient for the performance of that reafonable matter. À 

Item, it is Ilawfull fer the Clergy, by their power to 19 
take away the Sacraments. of the Church from the laity 
cuftomably offending, for (o much as it doth pertain to the 
office of the Chriftian Minifters by their power to minifter 
the fame unto the Lay people. Wherefore, for fo much 
as it doth pertain unto the office of the Laity, according 
unto their power to minifter, and give temporalities to the

. dent that it is lawfull by their power to punifh the Clergy, 


by taking away of their temporalities, if their offence do 
fo deferve, 
Item, the true and eafie direction of the Clergy unto the 


life of * Chrift and the Apoftles, and moft profitableunto — 


the Laity, that the Clergy fhould not live contrary unto 
Chrifts inftitution, (eemeth to be the taking away of their 
almes, and thofe things which they had beftowed upon 
them. Andit is thus proved: That medicine is moft apt 
to be laid unto the fore, whereby the infirmity might foon- 


eft be holpen, and were moft agreeable unto the patients: —— 


Such is the taking away ofthe temporalities : Ergo, this 
article is true, The minor is thus proved, for fo muchas 
by the abundance of temporalities, the worm or ferpent of 
pride is fprung up, whereupon unfatiabíe defire and luft is 
inflamed, 
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inflamed, and therefrom proceedeth all kind of gluttony . 


and leachery:  Icis evidentin this point, for fo much as 
the temporalities being once taken away, every one of 
thofe fins is either utterly taken away, or at the Jea(t dimi- 
nifhed, by the contrary vertue induced and brought in. Tt 
feemeth alfo moft pertinent unto the Laity, for to much as 
they ought not to lay violent hands upon their Minifters, 
or to abjc& the Prieftly dignity, * neither to judge any of 
the Clergy in their open Courts It fecmeth alio by the 
Law of Confcienceto pertain unto the Lay people, for fo 
much asevery man, which worketh any work of mercy, 
ought diligently to have refpe& unto the ability of them 
that he beftoweth his almes upon, left that by nouri(hing 


_ or helping loyterers, he be made partaker of his offence, 


Whereupon, if Priefts do not minifter of their temporali- 
ties, as Hoftienfis teacheth in his 3d. book of their Tither, 
Firft-fruits and Oblations, the people ought to take away 
the almes of their Tithes from them, 

Item, it is confirmed by the laft chapter of the fevententh 
queftion, out of the decree of rents appropriate unto the 
Church, Quicunque. Whereas the cafe is put thus, That a 


` eertain man baving no children, neither hoping te have any, gave 


all his goods unto the Church, veferving usto himfelf the enly ufe 
and profits thereof: it happened afterward that be bad children, 
and the Bifbop reftored again bis goods unto bim not hoping for it. 
The Bifhop had it in his power, whether to: render again, 
or no, thofe things which were given him ; but that was 
by the law of Msn, and not by the law of Confcience. If 
then by the decree of the holy Do&or St. Auguftine, inh's 
Sermon of the life of the Clergy, Aurelin the Bifhop of 
Carthage had no power by Gods law to withhold that 


' which is beftowed upon the Church’ for the neceffity of 


children 5 by the which law, the wanton; proud, and un- 
ftable Clergy, being more then fufficiently poffeffed and 
enriched, do detain and keep back the temporalities to the 
detriment and hurt of their own ftate, and ofthe whole 


militant Church, the fecular patrons. being thereby fo im- 
poverifhed,

Tii it be, as it wasin the cafe of Bilhop Fudas Z[cariotb: of the 

i religious Monk Sergi of Pope Leo the heretick, and ma- 

j ny other Priefts, of whom the Scripture and Chronicles 

fl make mention, and daily experience doth teach us the 

i fame: itis evident that, as it is fuppofed, the Priefts inthe 
Kingdom of Boheme grievoufly offending,, icis the Kings, 
part, for fo much as be is fupreme head next under God, 
and Lord of the Kingdom of Boheme, to corre& and punih 
thofe Pries. And forfo much as the gentleft corre&ion 
and punifhment of fuch as beándurate in their malice, is, 
the caking away of their temporal goods, it followeth, that 
ic is lawfull for the King to take away temporalities, 
Wherefore it (hould feem very marvellous and ftrange, if 
that Priefts riding about fhould fpoil Virgins; violently 
corrupt and defilehoneit Matrons ; if in fuch cafe it were — 
net lawfull for them to take away their Armours, Weas 
pons, Horfes, Guns and Swords from them. The like 
reafon were it alfo, if they had unlawfully confpired the 

. death ofthe King, or that they would betray the King un- 
to his enemies. al. 

15. ltem, whatfoever any of the Clergy doth require or de- 
fireofthe fecular power, according unto the Law and Or- 
dinance of Chrift, the fecular power ought to performand ` 
grant the fame. But the Glergy being letted by riches, 
ought to require help of the fecular power for the difpen- 
fation of the faid riches, Ergo, the fecular power ought in 

- fach cafe, by the law of Chrift, co take upon them the of- 
fice or duty of getting, keeping, and difteibuting all fach 
manner of riches. The minor is hereby proved, that no 
man ought to have riches, but to that end, that they be 
helps, preferring and helping unto the office whichis ap- 
pointed of God. Therefore in cafe that fecular men 
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do hinder the Clergy from their duty, the fecular power 


ought to take it away, for fo did the Apoftles, Ais 6, 
laying, It is not lawfull for us to leave the Word of God unteugbt, 
and to minifter unto tables. ' 

It is confirmed, Every good Chrifiian is bound to be 
helpfull to his neighbour in thofe things, efpecially which 
do concern the publick good: But it will bea great help 
toa Clergy man to be deprived of his temporal poficilions, 
it being granted,they do *retard him from his duty due un- 
to God; Therefore the perlon more füfficient is bound in 
{uch a cafe by the Law of Chrift, to deprive him of tempo. 
ral poffeffions ; But Kings and Lords temporal are the moft 
fufüicient for this, being truly faid to be Lords and Poffef- 
fors of temporal eftates: and undoubtedly chis would efpe- 
cially concern the publick good, to make fuch a de-onera- 
tion of temporals, which in their nature are but a burden 
to a Clergy man, retarding him in his fpiritual duties, 
and fo many thorns (as our Saviour {peaks icin the 8. of 
St. Luke ) Choaking the Word of God. 

Moreover, Kings and fecular Princes arethe chief or ca- 
pital Lords of goods temporal, having a care over the 
Church, and a fpecial power forthe inferring of fach a 
Coaktion, as it is manifeft 32. queft. 5. Principes, where by 
the authority of /fiodore 30. Etymol. 53: leis thas written: 
Let fecular Princes knew, that they muft render am account to God 
for the Church which they ave to maintain for Chrift... And in 
the (ame queftion it followeth, It i proper to Kings 10 execute 
Fuftice, and Righteau{neffe, and to-deliver frem the hand of the 
gain-fayers and flandererss thofe who are orpreffed by force, and to 
afis tbe Stranger, Orphans and Widow, whe more eafily are op- 


-prefed by the powerful, Andin the fame queftion it follow- 


eth, The King ought to probibit thefts, punifh adulteries, deftroy 
the wicked from the earth, not fuffer paricide and perjured per[ons 
to live, nor their cwn fons to live wickedly, | And by declaring 
where a Bifhop abufeth the goods of the Church, Bleffed 
Gregory writes thus, as itis recited in the Decretals, 16. 
queit. 7« Decret, where having taught, that the goods. «f the 
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Church are common, he tubjoyneth, We have received a bad red ques 
part that fome Bifbops confer not the Tithes belonging to their Dios — 
ce[fes and the Oblations of charitable Chriftians on ibe Pricfts, of ~ 
poor,but on Lay perfons, viz. Seuidiers, or their own Servants, or, — 
which is worfe, on * their Kindred; If therefore any Bifhop fhallbe — 
found to be a tranforeffor of this Precept, be is to Le ranked amongft 
the greateft Heretichs,and Anti-chrifts.And as the Nycen Goun- 
cil cenfured of perfons guilty of Simony, beth the Biffop who 
giveth, and the Lay men who receive, are without ranfomes price, 
or benefit. to be condemned to the puni(bment of everlafting fire 
Theretore what faithiuli Kiog, Prince or Lord would not 
refit foch contagious períorg who infe& their own mo- 
ther, Whence 3. quef. 2. Si Epifcopus, The Canon fpeak- 
eth in thefe words, If a Bifbop by bis sl] life (ball waft the geods 
of the Church, be is tobe -removed from bis Patrimony untill full 
kuowledge be bad of the dilopidation he hath made, after the Exam- 
ple of Tutors and Curats, who being fuspecied are removed from 
their Care or Tutelagey untill a more full knowledge be bad of the 
{wpeced perfon. But the Doctors fay, that the dilapidation 
ought firft to be proved, which being done, an afiftant eugbt 
to be given to bim to the end. of the Trial, but the Correction — — 
would then be taken from the fecular Princes It feemeth theres — 
fore the correction of the Prelate being wanting; Ic bee 
longeth to the King to difpofe of his goods according to 
the Civil Lew. : 

Every Member of the Church ought to help one ano- 
ther, but temporal Lords are Members of the Church with — — 
Pries beneficed. But the cafe fo may be that che chiefeft 
help they can afford them, is to deprive them of theirtem- — — 
poral goods, therefore in fuch a cafe they oughttodoit | 
And the Power or the Sword of which the Apofile maketh — 

"mention Rom. 15 being fufficient for this; And by confe- 

quent it being fuper fluous to appoint another, it feems they 

have a power whether fome cafe doth extend ic felf tothe 

corrc&ion of the Clergy. For if I eught to belp even the beaft 

of my enemy being out of the way, or lying down, Exod. 21, How —— 

much more in the new Teftament; having the oPportesMe sa 
an 
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and power fo to do,ought I co free from thejaws of theDe- 
vil, the Soul of my Curate in{nared with the Mammon of, 
Iniquity. r 

There being a power of Fac, and a power of Right; It 
is granted that the King de fadio may take away the Tem- 
porals from a Clergy-man , being a Delinquent; and it 
is granted. withall, that che taking away of the faid Goods 
may be aa occafion to that Ecclefiaftick perfon,, ‘for che 
abandoning of all wordly affair, andsdevoting himfelf 
more peculiarly co the worfbip of God. This Cale will 
not be denyed by any faithfull Chriftian, not over-blind- 
ed with the drofs.of Temporal things. For asSt. Augu» 
ftin faith, Ir is expedient for many to fall into manifeft fins, 
that knowing their own frailty they may live more humbly, and 
by grieving for their fins, they maybe-smore cautious how they fin 
again. lt is therefore much more expedient that many 
be poor, and to be without thecivil Dominion. The 
Cafe admitted , it is manifeft, chat che King dotha good 
work inthe General; now every fuch work may be well 
done;therefore he may well take away the Goods from an 
Ecclefiaftical perfon : for ifthe greater part of evil works 
may in the generality of them be well done, much more 
may every good work in the generalicy of it; For it is not 
repugnant to Grace or Almes that chis good work pro- 
ceedeth from it : neither is it to bé dotbted, but that 
God in fuch a Cafe doth givea power to the King; which 
he eternally ordaineth to the performance of his pleafure. 
It being granted then that the King, and the faid Ecclefia- 
ftick may reign togetherin Heaven, there would be both 
notice and joy for the taking away of {ucha Temporal 
eftate, although by our Childifh blindnefsit appeareth to 
metr ofa grofle underftanding to be difadvantageous. 

Again, if this be an error, that Temporal Lords may at 
their pleafure take away temporal things from Ecclefiafti- 
cal perfons , being habitually Delinquent; chen it is falfe 
alfo againft thetrue way of the Church , and fo Herefie, 
becaufe that AM truth is in ctheholy Scripture, as Saint 
Auguftine often afirmeth; e by confequent , fince this 
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way fhould be afalfhood , it followech that it would be. 

contrary tothe holy Scripture. And certain it is, that it 

is pertinacioufly and ftrongly defended,becaufe Kings and 

Princes believe that ic pertaineth co their Soveraigaty to 

have this power; for grant the contrary , it will follow, 

that Ecclefiaftical perfons, feeing they are great Trangref- 

fors, may deftroy both Kingdomsand their People , to 

prevent which it may be lawful for the King to refift 

the Clergy, or to'mpugn his Charity, by the ablation of 

his proper Almes, and thofe Temporal goods, which are 

the Fire exciting hereunto. Now the King could not law- 

fully post the bodies of fuch Traytors, if hecould not 

lawfully cake from them, and alienate their Temporal 

eftates over which he hath a fpecial Dominion. And 

fince this power is the chiefeft Royalty of the King, it 

would be the fame thing to infringe this power, and (ub- 

tilly to overthrow the Government of the Kingdom. - 

31» Again, feeing many Kings, and Nobles being Catho- 
licks have oftentimes exercifed that power; it were the (ame, 

according to fuch a form, to affert the affumption, and 

afterwards to condemn the Lives and Souls of thofe He~ 

reticks , which the Heirs of Kings, and efpecially their 

Sons have ftoutly oppofed ; for thus, according to the 

Priefts and Phariles accufing Chrift of Herefie, they would 

ámpofe a. manifefl Error, and Herefie on the King, of whom 

they have (o great a Temporal affiftance : But God when 

he pleafeth will move the heart of the King, to overthrow 

their madnefs. |

Again , the Esperour or a King, not only ougbtetb, but st 
becommeth bim: fo to indow the Church, that be may lawfully _ 
take from it bis gifts of Almes, in cafe thatthe abufe thereof ~ 
doth tend tothe detriment of bis Kingdom, andthe hinderance 
of the preaching of the Gofpel. Suppofe therefore, that under 
fuch a condition he hath endowed fuch a Church, it may 
thereupon be thus argued.  Ifaccording unto that form 
the Emperour or the King had endowedthe Church of . 
Prague, he might lawfully in the cafe of the Detriment of 
bis Kingdom, or in the contempt ofhis own perfon , or iz 
tbe cafe of tbe not preaching of tbe Gofpel, takeaway his gifts — 
of Aimes: But the Emperour or the King could under 
{fuch a -condition have endowed the Church of Prague;

away from the Defpifers of God and his Kingdom; for this 
was the condition ofthe firft and antient Donation. There- 
fore if our King’have not the power over thefe his Peers 
to corre& the abufe of Almes inhis Clergy, he hath not 
the power of governing politickly over all his Kingdom; 
But yet if we do wellattend to the holy Scripture,we (hall 
know what is fpoken of the priviledge ofthe King, ‘to wit, 
that he hatl acoercive power overthe Clergy; and the 
Clergy have a priviledgealfo, that they have fuch a One 
fet over them, to whom defervedly they may fitbmit 
themfelves. 

Again, Kings and Princes, and all Lords Temporal are 


"bound to a Brotherly correction, (omecircumftancesccon- 


curring, which require fach a corre&tion. Butit may well 
come to país, that a Clergy-man may tran{grefle with 
fuch a circumftance, that a Brotherly correttion of bim may 
be mof needfull and effetiual, by merely taking away from bim 
thofe Temporals which he abujeth.; Therefore a may fo come 

to 
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to pafs, tbe Temporal Lords by the Law of Christ are bound unto. 
it; neither doth it any thing avayl Co fay, that the Difpea- 
(ation of the Pope, or any Priviledge, or Exemption dock 
exclude it;for God forbid,that a Catholick fhould affirm, 
that it is lawfull for Chrifts Vicar to do that by his Tra= 
ditions, which may hinder, or derogate from the Pra&ick 
law of Chrift, and impede Catholick Lords fiom an efte- 
&ual, and a profitable correCtion of the Church; for it is 
not lawfull for a man foto exempt any, as if be fhall fall ato a 
fin, it fall not be in bis Power to correa bim. i 
Upon this account it is; that St. Bernard in his third - 
Book to Pope Eugenius, calls a Difpenfation which is not 
for the Publick good , a Diflipation; And hereupon he 
hath thefe words , What? Do you forbid to difpence? No, but 
to difsipates Lam not fo filly as to be ignorant that you are made. 
Difpencers but to edification iot to deftrutiion. Among Difpen- 


— fatorsyr Difpenfers it is vequired,that a mau be found faithfull : 


when Necefsity urgeth, a Difpenfation is excufables when Profit 
inviteth it, the Difpenfation is laudible ; but this Profit muitbe .— 
publick, and common,and not private and particularsfor where — 
neither of thefe two are, itis not a faithfull Difpenfation, but a 
cruel Diffipation. ! 
From the words of this Saint it is manifeft, that privi- 
ledging or exempting is not a faithfull Difpenfation , buta 
"cruel Difsipation. W Clergy-men be exempted, let their 
fin be never fo enormous to from being corre&ed by any 
but the Pope only. For what is the profit ofthe Church, 
that. Clergy-men fhould be wanton and rampant as Bulls, 
and like untamed Horfes, neigh unto their Neighbours 
wives; unle(s in fuch grievous exorbitancies, fomeyoak, _ 
or curb be impofed upon them by the Princes. For: 
-Priviledgiug , Difpenfation, or Exemption, ought notto 

_be an Authority to them for the committing of fin; for St. 
Auguin in his fourth Book , intituled Authority, Quaft. 
23. faith, That be who finneth,finneth not by the Authority, but 

againft the Authority of the Law. 

Again,the addition of temporal Goods is commonly not 
fo-near to the laft neceffity of falvation by corporal punifh- — 
ment:
